The Oxford Companion to French Litera- 
ture. Compiled and edited by Sir Paul 
Harvey and J. E. Heseltine. Oxford, At 
the Clarendon Press, 1959. 771p. 2 maps. 
bibliographies. 24cm. cloth $12.50; to 
schools, 25 per cent discount, to libraries, 
30 per cent discount. 

This one-volume Companion, begun in 
1936, is the work of Sir (Henry) Paul 
Harvey and Mrs. Janet E. Heseltine, both 
of whom were well qualified to do the 
compilation and editing. Sir Paul Harvey, 
who died in 1948, was the compiler and 
editor of The Oxford Companion to Eng- 
lish Literature (Oxford: Oxford Univer- 
sity Press, 1932) and The Oxford Compan- 
ion to Classical Literature (Oxford: Ox- 
ford University Press, 1937). Mrs. Hesel- 
tine wrote the introduction and prepared 
the index to The Oxford Dictionary of 
English Proverbs (Oxford: Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, 1935). 

In the Preface Mrs. Heseltine states that 
“This French Companion resembles its 
English precursor in devoting most space 
to authors and to specific works (between 
them these form the largest group of en- 
tries), or to the explanation of allusions. 
The term ‘author’ comprises not only cre- 
ative writers but also—though here the net 
has been less widely flung—critics, histori- 
ans, religious writers, philosophers, sa- 
vants, and scientists. Allusions and terms 
of frequent occurrence, which are not lim- 
ited, as in the English Companion, to those

turning on proper names, find their expla- 
nation in articles on (a) historical figures, 
places, and events ... or (b) literary char- 
acters... or (c) artists, musicians, states- 
men, saints, social reformers, and eccen- 
trics .... There is no explanation of purely 
mythological allusions, since these belong 
as much to English as to French literature.” 

The French Companion is not a guide to 
contemporary French literature since it 
covers the period from 400 a.p. to the be- 
ginning of World War nu. 

Approximately 6,000 articles in the vol- 
ume are arranged in alphabetical order 
and are preceded by a list of the abbrevi- 
ations used in the text. There is no table 
of contents and no index, but neither is 
necessary because of the arrangement of 
the text and the excellent cross references. 
Appendix 1, “Pointers to the Study of 
French Literature and Its Background,” 
includes short, briefly annotated bibliogra- 
phies: Literary History and Criticism, The 
Philological Background, The Historical 
and Social Background, The Cultural and 
Philosophical Background, Dictionaries of

selected bibliographies are good and are 
suited to the needs of the ““ccommon reader” 
for whom they are intended. Appendix 1 
contains two maps of France. 

The articles for the most part are short 
but informative, and they are accurately 
and profusely cross-referenced. Those on 
Balzac, Iphigénie, and Louis xIv are exam- 
ples of concise but adequate coverage. The 
pre-Revolution articles compiled and edit- 
ed by Sir Paul Harvey are especially good. 
His work in this field is a model of schol- 
arly popularization. 

The Revolutionary and post-Revolution- 
ary periods were entrusted to Mrs. Hesel- 
tine. She states that “the terminal date 
at first envisaged was the outbreak of the 
1914-18 war, with exceptional glances at 
the literature of the twenties.” After the 


| interruption of her work due to the war 


she resumed it and “The terminal date was 
moved forward to, roughly, the outbreak 
of the 1939-45 war, with again the occa- 
sional later exceptions: some necessary ad- 
ditions were made to the works listed un- 
der authors already included; a few young- 
er authors were admitted (whose reputa- 
tions had in most cases been consolidated 
rather than freshly made after 1939); a 
very few post-war movements could not 
well be left out... .” Her final aim was 
“to preserve the distinction between a 
‘Companion to French Literature’ and a 
‘Guide to Contemporary French Authors’, 
and to leave the post-1939 years and the 
events, personages, and activities, or the 
attitudes, literary and political, which be- 
long to them, as much as possible un- 
touched. The Resistance Movement, for 
example, and its clandestine literature, 
have not been covered.” There is some 
inconsistency in the application of this cut- 
off rule, and the almost complete omission 
of the last 20 years is regrettable. 

In general, however, the Companion is 
remarkably comprehensive and is a work 
of careful scholarship. Advisers on many 
of the articles include Professors Jean J. 
Seznac and Eugene Vinaver, noted French 
literature scholars; Charles Talbut Onions,

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well-known librarian and editor; and Dr. 
Enid Starkie, who was one of two French 
scholars who read the proofs “from A to Z 
in galley.” 

The format of The Oxford Companion to 
French Literature is excellent. It is sturdi- 
ly bound in blue buckram to match the 
format of other Companions, the paper is 
of good quality, and the type is clear and 
readable on two-column pages. 

In summary, this new Companion gives 
a concise but accurate and comprehensive 
coverage of the entire field of French liter- 
ature from 400 a.p. to 1939 with some in- 
formation of a later date. It is useful for 
reference or for extensive reading, and the 
alphabetical arrangement combined with 
the abundant cross references make it 
easy to use. The articles by Sir Paul 
Harvey, covering the period from 400 a.p. 
to the French Revolution, are especially 
good, and those by Mrs. Heseltine, who 
was responsible for the articles from the 
Revolution to World War u, almost as 
scholarly. 

The Oxford Companion to French Liter- 
ature is recommended for libraries in 
high schools offering advanced courses in 
French, college and university libraries, 
public libraries, and to individuals inter- 
ested in French literature.

ceremonies, and general questions. Useful 
only as a simplified introduction and should 
be supplemented by more extensive works 
such as Wouk’s This is my God (BOOKLIST 
56:108, O 15 59).

This comprehensive study by a Protestant 
professor of religion carefully examines, 
within their cultural context, Biblical atti- 
tudes, incidents, and teachings relating to 
divine and human love, premarital sex rela- 
tions, sex in marriage, prostitution, adultery, 
divorce, and homosexuality and other devia- 
tions. Throughout the book and especially in 
the final chapter he relates the Biblical 
world to the Dr. Kinsey era.

The author of a readable and informative 
book on American folklore contends that the 
only meaningful approach to the folk tradi- 
tions of the U.S. must be made against the 
background of American history. He also dis- 
tinguishes between genuine folklore and what 
he terms “fakelore”: the falsification of folk- 
lore by invention, selection, fabrication, and 
similar refining processes. Material on coloni- 
al folklore, native folk humor, regional folk 
cultures, modern folklore, and other aspects 
of the subject comprise a well-rounded sur- 
vey for the folklorist and the general reader.
